DETAILED ACTION 

The examiner acknowledges receipt of Applicant's Remarks and Claim amendments, 
filed on 12 July 2010. 

RESPONSE TO ARGUMENTS 
35 USC § 102 - Tsien 

The rejection of claims 1 -4, 1 0-1 3 and 1 5-1 6 under 1 02(b) as being anticipated by Tsien 
et al. (US-5, 777,079, published Jul. 7, 1998) is withdrawn in response to the applicant's claim 
amendments. 

The applicant's claim amendments have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 
applicant has amended the claims so that the scope of the isolated nucleic acids sequences is 
free of the art. 

Therefore, the examiner hereby withdraws the rejection of claims 1-4, 10-13 and 15-16 
under 102(b) as being anticipated by Tsien et al. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prosecution history provides evidence for allowability. The scope of the isolated 

nucleic acids sequences encompassed by the claims is free of prior art.
